IN FATAL CRASH 


Giving highway conditions as the 
chief cause of a fatal accident which 
occurred on the Biglerville road a 
mile north of here the afternoon of 
November 13. a coroner'* Jury recom­ 
mended th a t the state Departm ent 
of Highways "take the necessary 
m easures to improve this hazard to 
traffic.” 
During the inquest, two state po­ 
licemen testified that the curve a t 
the intersection of the Oettysburg- 
Biglerville highway with the old C ar­ 
lisle road has been the subject of 
frequent complaints at the G ettys­ 
burg subrtation 
The officers d e­ 
scribed the curve as "very slippery 
when wet" and a “dangerous spot." 
TTie recommendation for highway 
improvement was included in the 
verdict rendered at the conclusion 
of the inquest into the death of 
Louis Jam es Warmlngton, 26, Lacka­ 
w anna, N Y , who was killed in stan t.

UN ASSEMBLY TO 


WIND UP SESSION 


Paris, Dec. ll (Jp) — The United 
Nations General Assembly winds up 
tonight a 12-week session in w’hich 
it has called on peoples of the world 
to live in peace, but offered little 
to enforce peace. 
T he assembly cooled diplom atic 
fevers over three of the w orlds 
trouble spots, Palestine, Berlin and 
Greece. But it found no real cure. 
I t urged nations to live w ithout 
wars, without fears of atomic dis­ 
aster and huge armies, but gave no 
final clue on how- these things could 
be achieved. 
The assembly passed last night, 
over bitter Russian opposition, 
a 
world declaration of hum an rights 
proclaim ing freedom and equality 
for all. Tile declaration has only 
m oral authority, at least until the 
next regular assembly in Septem ber. 
1949. 
To Rive it teeth, a hum an rights 
covenant is proposed. This coven­ 
ant, to be drafted before the Sep­ 
tem ber meeting, would oblige n a ­ 
tions which sign the declaration to 
respect individual rights under pain 
of sanctions. 
T he vote on the declaration was 
48 to 0. Russia and her five satellites 
abstained from voting. They were 
joined by South Africa and Saudi 
Arabia.

Errors In Break-In 
T hey do not know it but I ve been j 
following some proud owners of new 
cars and feel th a t they are not going 
to be too happy about the behavior 
of th eir possessions after the break­ 
in period M any are driving entirely 
too slowly; others are putting their 
cars to too m uch hill work I can tell 
by sudden stops in traffic th at few 
operators realize that the brakes 
also need breaking in. Linings m ust 
be burnished by careful handling. 
It is n o t realized that where cars 
have overdrive the engine runs 15 
per cen t slower than It would in con­ 
ventional high. T hat also calls for 
adding another 150 miles to the 
break-in 
period. Care should be 
exercised when going into third from 
overdrive for here the engine may 
race. M any owners do not realize 
th a t they should never drive a new' 
m otor faster than 30 miles per hour 
until It has warmed up. 
Too Clean For Comfort 
C leanliness 
Is 
Important, 
but 
where p arts of a car are old It can be 
overdone. Classic example is using 
sludge rem over In an old. dirty m o­ 
tor. T he stuff is then stirred up 
from th e bottom of the crankcase 
and sen t Into the oiling system 
where it m ay do real harm. Do a 
m anual 
cleaning and 
then follow 
with solvent sludge removers. 
And here's another one to illus­ 
trate th e point: 
O ne reader tells me th at after he 
did a beautiful cleaning job on the 
oil-bath type of air cleaner he was 
am azed to find that the net* oil he 
added leaked out the bottom of the 
container. 
Looking 
carefully 
he 
found two sm all holes which had 
been caused by corrosion. The grit 
and ru st he had removed sealed the 
holes and kept the old oil in. 
As Good As-Ever 
My friend and educator, Stanley 
Hendricks, tells me of a recent ex­ 
perience th a t speaks well for the 
value of old-fashioned tests. Noting 
a bad skip in the engine of his car 
he reached for a screw driver and 
began 
th e customary business of 
shortening out the plugs. Suspicion 
pointed to plug murther three, but 
not having a spare handy he drove 
down to a shop and decided to put 
the m otor into the hands of some­ 
one b etter equipped for ignition di­ 
agnosis and repair. Picture Hen­ 
drick’s reactions when the m echanic 
discarded two fancy plug testers in 
favor of the screwdriver method, 
coming Up with the decision "Your 
number three plug is shot." 
Mechanic Joe Speaking 
"Tw o oddities th at often occur in 
winter m ay surprise you but they 
are no reason to become alarm ed. 
One is a higher reading of the m otor 
temperature gauge; the other is a 
lower reading of the oil pressure 
I gauge. You wouldn’t normally expect 
either. 
"W h at happens it th at In cold 
w eather an engine may run hotter if 
the m otor therm ostat valve is slow’ 
opening. Due to use of volatile a n ti­ 
freeze solutions there may be more 
loss of coolant out the overflow, and 
thus m ore heating. 
T h e lower oil pressure may be 


due to use of much lighter oil, com ­ 
bined with the overheating I have 
m entioned. The oil is 
especially 
likely to thin out when the car is 
put, to hard work on the open road." 
Either Extreme Bad 
So much emphasis is placed on the 
im portance of m aintaining about an 
inch of free travel of the clutch 
pedal we tend to overlook completely 
the trouble that may follow if there 
is too%much pedal travel before ap ­ 
propriate clutch action. Yet one ex­ 
trem e is as bad as the other. W hen 
the pedal travels too far the clutch 
won t fully disengage and there will 
be trouble shifting gears. The driver

Making Chain* Pay 
Because tire chains are used so 
J infrequently It is natural th a t m any 
drivers should forget some of the 
m ajor rules for use when an occa­ 
sion arises for this added protection.

• slip into the error of placing too 
m uch confidence in chains. A good 
rule to follow is to drive as care­ 
fully as you would w ithout them . 
T hat really lets them provide a m ar­ 
gin of safety. 
Handling the brakes is m ost im ­ 
portant, for if rear wheels are m ade 
to slide the cross chains m ay be 
spread apart sufficiently to allow 
bared areas of the tire tread to come 
into contact with the road. J*** the
